"Figs. 2A to 2E are cross sectional views illustrating a process for manufacturing an 
array substrate for use in a conventional LCD device. First, as shown in Fig. 2A, a gate 
electrode 30 is formed on a substrate 1. The gate electrode 30 is made of a low resistive 
material such as aluminum in order to prevent a signal delay. The substrate 1 can be made of 
a transparent and rigid material such as glass. " 
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REMARKS 

In the specificationrthe paragraphs-beginning at page 3 ,line-4-has been amended -to 

explicitly recite a feature of LCD devices that was implicit in the original specification and that 
is well known in the art. Therefore, this amendment does not add new matter.
